Judge Cites Figures, 
Judge Amidon took up the three 


counts involving the sale of Lewis 
Publishing Co. preferred stock. Going 
into details and citing figures he told 
the jury to consider again the adver- 
tisements published and mailed by 
Lewis in 1908 in which he said that cer- 
tain dividends would be paid on a cer- 
tain date and to consider the evidence 
that these dividends were not being 
earned, and that the money sent in by 
subscribers at that time was being used 
to pay off losses.

Judge Barclay, leading counsel for 
Lewis vigorously objected to the supple- 
mentary instructions and at thér con- 
clusion filed notice of exceptions to 
them. 

One of Barclay'’s exceptions was as to 
what he called the Judge's “alleged 
statements of facts” as put forth by the 
Government without an accompanying 
statement as to the answers made to 
those charges by the defense.

NEW YORK, April 15.—Vice-Presi- 


Cont Franklin of the White Star Line, 
said he had received a brief wireless 
aispatch from the Olympic saying she 
had talxed by wireless with the Titanic 
at 4:24 o'clock this morning. The ‘mes- 
fage gave no further information. 

This message shows conclusively that 
the Titanic was still afloat six hours 
after the reported accident. 

An hour later Franklin authorized the 
following statement: ‘No alarm for 
Titanic’s passengers.” 

Franklin said that while no direct 
message from the Titanic had been re- 
ceived at the office, the officials were 
rerfectly satisfied that there was no 
couse for alarm. They do not regard 
the cessation of the ship’s wireless 
messages as denoting anything serious, 
as this might have been caused by at- 
reospheric disturbances or other causes.

The Titanic and her sister ship, the 
Olympic, of the White Star Line, are 
the largest ships afloat in the world, 
being 100 feet longer than their next 


rival. These sea monsters are at the 


same time floating mansions of lux- 
ury, each capable of holding a town- 
ful of people. They are 882% feet 
long, 92 feet in the beam and 94 feet 
with 45,000 tons register 
and 66,000 tons displacement. 

With officers and crew numbering 


860, the Titanic igs capable of carry- 
ing 3000 to 3500 passengers—cabin 
and steerage. She was built to be the 
last word in size, speed, power and 
sea luxury, and it would take a pow- 
erful imagination to conceive the 
magnificence and detail for comfort 
and luxury and pastime on the great 
ship. 

Its interior more closely resembles 
a large hotel with heavy balustraded 
wide stairways, elevators running up 
and down for nine stories; its great 
saloons and restaurants, its minia- 
ture theater, squash and tennis 
courts, swimming pools and Turkish 
bathrooms; its great smoking room, 
card reoms and _  ~beautiful music 
rooms, and even on the top of its 12

Can Live as in Homes. 

Two private suites with their own pri- 
vate promenades wherein passengers 
can live as luxuriously at sea as in their 
homes, illustrate some of the novelties. 
These suites are only designed for one 
or two persons, with accommodations 
for their servants, and the price asked 
for them for a single-trip voyage is 
$4350. Without the porch, single suites 
like these are sold for $2300.

Rivets Weigh 270 Tons. 

Some idea of the immensity of the 
work involved in the construction of 
such a leviathan as the Titanic may 
be gained by a few statistics. The 
weight of the 500,000 rivets in the 
ship’s double bottom alone is 270 
tons; the heaviest plate weighs four 
and a half tons and is 36 feet long. 
The rudder weighs 100 tons, The 
largest beam used weighs four tons 
and meagures 92 feet.

NEW YORK, April 15.—The newspaper 
offices were besieged early today by in- 
quiry from hundreds or persons shocked 


by the fragmentary newspaper  dis- 
patches seen at the breakfast tables, but 
in the early morning hours there was 
nothing vital to add to the alarming 
reports from Cape Race. Something 
further was expected every moment, but 
there was nothing at hand to relieve 
the anxiety shown in every quarter. 
Vice-President P. A. 8. Franklin of 
the International Merchant Marine, the 
highest official of the White Star Line 
uere, was one of the first to be notified 
of the reported disaster, but it was only 
through the Associated Press that he 
earned of it and for hours thereafter ne 
ould only. express his astonishment «et 
‘he news and his doubt that such a large 
nd thoroughly pro. ted ship as the 
'itanie could be in danger at sea. 
Absence of News Reassuring. 
Upon heating the first reports he 
spoke reas sonaet saying that only 
eight or te ours before the White 
Star officials ad received a wireless 
giving the liner’s position. He was sure 
if she had met with any accident he 
would have heard from her promptly. 
‘We are absolutely satisfied that even 
if she was in collision with an iceberg, 
she is in no danger,” he said. “With 
her numerous watertight compartments 
she is absolutely unsinkable and it 
makes no difference what she Hit. The 
réport should net cause any serious anx- 
lety.”’ 
When the more serious news . came 
from Cape Race a little later, Franklin 
qualified his statement with the hope 


that the reports were.not true. He doubt- 


ed that they could be correct. 

The White Starline offices had only 
the newspaper reports of the disaster. 
They felt assured that whatever the sit- 
uation, there waa this reassuring feature, 
that at least three. liners had reported 
themselves in touch witfi the Titanic, 
that all of them weré steaming toward 
hér and that an unusually large number 
of other ships were within the zone of 
wireless communication. 





MANY SHIPS IN 
' WIRELESS RANGE 


NEW YORK, April 15.—According to 
the Marconi communication chart for 
April a number of ships were within 
wireless call when the Titanic ran into 
the iceberg. Presuming that the ves- 
sels are running on schedule time, the 
Hamburg-American Line ship Amerika 
should have been directly in the Titan- 
ic’s path. The Amerika sailed from 
New York last Thursday. When the 
accident occurred, the Marcon! officials 
say, she was about 1000 miles off Am- 
brosé Channel. The Olympic, which 
sailed from here last Saturday, was due 
to pass the Titanic this afternoon at 3 
o'clock. With the Titanic disabled, the 
Olympic will reach her at 8 o'clock this 
evening. 

The Baltic, which departed last Thurs- 
day, should have been south of the Ti- 
tanic, but within hailing distance. The 
Minnewaska, an Atlantic transport 
steamer, was 650 miles off Sable Island 
early this morning, or about 300 miles 


from the Titanic. 

The Columbia, an Anchor Line boat, 
is G0 miles out. Her longitude is 67 
west and latitude 4 north, She is with- 
incall. The Canadian, an English boat, 
salied from Boston last Saturday for 
LAverpool. She is supposed to be in the 
neighborhood of the Titanic. 

Pring Friedrich Withelm is today 
about 1300 miles out, having sailed from 
here last Thursday. She is about 800 
mfles away from the Titanic.

for sale, the evidence shows that the 
company was receiving the proceeds of 
the 7-per-cent notes to pay losses in 
operating expenses; that $125,000 was re- 
ceived for this preferred stock. Th‘s 
money was received, according to testi- 
mony, on the representation that the 
stock had earned a dividend. This money 
Was used to pay losses. 

“Is this credible evidence? Lewis has 
gone on the stand. Did he make any 
explanation as to the sale of this stock 
or as to the conditions of the business? 
Did he say he was disappointed, and 
couldn’t pay? 

“There is nothing to show that when 
the ‘stock advertisements commenced or 
when the Looks on the sale of it were 
claged that there was any unforeseen 
event to prevent payment. The business 
went right along. Now are you ready 
to take the evidence and the law, as I 
stated it, and follow it willingly, to be 
guided to a verdict of guilty or not 
guilty—or not guilty or guilty? If you 
are, you are ready to decide according 
to the evidence. 

“It is possible you may say, ‘I believe 
if nothing had happened to Lewis nd 
although he made these represetations 
falsely, if he had not been interfered 
with he would have been able to pay it 
all back.” But you are not permitted to 
indulge in such argument as that. If 
you believe he advertised the sale of 
stock on fraudulent representations, as 
I outlined, and he got the money for it, 
and although you should believe he 
would have repaid it if he had not been 
interfered with, that is no justification 
for a verdict of not guilty. 

“The law forbade him to get that 
money by false representations and if 
he did so get it, I care not what you 
believe or what he believed as to wheth- 
er he could take the money and make 
ii profitable for the investors. 

“The embezzler says: ‘I can take 
this money and use it; I am confident 
I shall be successful. I can use it and 
return it with no wrong or injury to 
anyone.’ But the law does not palliate 
any such wrong doing or reasoning.” 

“IT request you to take up each c count 





and consider it along the lines I have 
mapped out,” said Judge Amidon. 
“Bring to this consideration minds as 
willing to find a verdict of guilty as 
to find a verdict of not guilty. If any 
count in the charges fails to satisfy, 
then do not return a verdict of guilty 
on that count. Come to the facts with 
unclouded minds. No juror must sur- 
render his convictions merely for the 
sake of reaching a verdict, but each jur- 
or should be candid with his fellow- 
juror, and be prepared to say: ‘Maybe 
his view is right and mine is wrong. ag 


Eager for Verdict. 
“I have done all in my power to aid 


you in arriving at a just verdict,” the 
Judge continued, “the responsibility now 
rests upon you, and you were never uwn- 
der greater responsibility. From that re- 
sponsibility there is only one honest door 
of escape, and that is the door of its 
faithful performance—the door to which 
you are invited by a fair and just con- 
sideration of the evidence in this case.”’ 

As soon as Judge Amidon concluded 
former Judge Barclay, chief counsel for 
Lewis, was on his feet. 

‘“‘We wish to except to the supplemen- 
tary instructions,’ said Barclay, “par- 
ticularly to the Court’s comments on 
the evidence. We wish to except to your 
statement of alleged facts without stat- 
ing that these are the statements of the 
Government and without giving the de- 
fense’s answers to those statements. 


Told Not to Argue. 
“As to the debentures’’—— 


Here Judge Amidon stopped the attor- 
ney. 

‘“‘Make your exceptions,” Judge Amid- 
on said, “and do not argue in the pres- 
ence of the jury.’”’ 

Barclay also excepted to the Court’s 
instructions to the jury as to its own 
conduct or frame of mind. He asked 
Judge Amidon to instrfct the jury it 
should believe beyond a reasonable 
doubt that Lewis intended to defraud 
investors when he put out his advertise- 
ments, and to also instruct the jurors 
that their frame of mind was their own, 
and that the instructions and comments 
of the Court were merely advisory and 
not binding and that the jurors were 
free to act as they chose. 

Judge Amidon declined to give the in- 
structions, as requested by Barclay. The 
jury was then escorted back to the Fed- 
eral grand jury room to continue its de- 
liberations. Judge Amidon announced 
an indefinite recess to await the final 
decison of the jury. ° 

District Attorney-Houts said-after the 
supplemental instructions were given if 
the jury disagreed he would try the 
case again as soon as Possible.

Government Asked to Aid Ne- 
groes Who Are in Want in 
Louisiana Flood District. 


By Associated Press. 

TALLULAH, La., April 15.—As far as 
the eye can reach, north, east and west 
from the highest point Tallulah, 
nothing but water can be seen. The 
Mississippi's flood tide, escaped from a 
break in the levee near Alsatia, is 
sweeping through town with the speed 
of a mill race. Many buildings are 
afloat. Scores of persons, driven from 
the roofs of their dwellings in Tallulah 
now are homeless. 

A mile and a half north of here, along 
the Iron Mountain railroad, the water 
is up to the cross arms on the tele- 
graph poles. 

Thousands of cattle, sheep and hogs 
will perish before the floods cease. 
Thousands of acres of land, much of it 
already planted, are ruined. 

Before the water came Sunday morn- 
ing there was a boat of some kind on 


in 


nearly every front porch or & raft in 
the yard. Now the streets are full of 
boats and rafts carrying household 
goods to places of safety or getting peo- 
ple out of their overflowed houses. 

Nine-tenths of the people in the over- 
flowed districts are negroes. At best 
they never have had more than the bare 
necessities of life. Now with’ their 
means of Ifvelihood cut off and the clos- 
ing down of mills here and at other 
places, want menaces them. There are 
thousands of these unfortunate people 
and it is an impossibility for the people 
of Tallulah and the Fifth Levee District 
to care for all of them. Unless the ap- 
peals of Congressman Ransdell and 
others to the National Government are 
met promptly, the refugees will suffer 
for food and shelter.

Colonel’s Triumph at Primaries 
Astounding to Politicians 
of Country.

IS REBUKE FOR PENROSE 


Balloting Considered People’s 
Protest Against the Machine 
Politician. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 15.—President 
Taft will have not more than six of the 
Pennsylvania delegates to Chicago to 70 
for Theodore Roosevelt and it may be 
that the entire 76 will be swung for the 
former President. 

Politicians look upon the triumph of 
Col. Roosevelt with astonishment. The 
supporters of the former President were 
without a State organization and with- 
out an organization in many of the 32 
congressional districts. 

Only Half of Vote. 

The vote polled was light and in some 
districts it did not go over 50 per cent 
of the total cast at the last general elec- 
tion. Col Roosevelt received his heavi- 
est vote from the reform element of the 
State, represented by the Keystone 
party. The supporters of Taft carried 
one district west of Philadelphia, that 
of Lancaster, where Maj. McLean has 
a strong organization. In Philadelphia 
the Taft supporters carried the First, 
Second and Third districts and elected 
oye delegate in the Fifth District. 

In the congressional district where Gif- 
ford Pinchot has his home the Roosevelt 
national delegates won, but Pinchot’s 
home county, Pike, sent a Taft dele- 
gate to the State convention. 

Not only have the Roosevelt follow- 
ers Swept the State for their Chicago 
delegates, but they also have elected a 
great majority of the 372 delegates to the 
State convention, which will elect the 12 
delegates-at-large to Chicago. Those 12 
delegates are already counted for Roose- 
velt, 

Marks Passing of Penrose, 

The meeting of the State convention is 
expected to mark the passing of United 
States Senator Boise Penrose as a mem- 
ber of ‘he National Committee and many 
persons predict that it also will mark 
the beginning of his exit from politics. 

The Roosevelt victory in Pennsylvania 
is not looked upon as a personal tri- 
umph for the former President, but as 
a rebuke to Senator Penrose and ma- 
chine politics. Nor is ft looked upon as 
a direct slap at President Taft. The 
President in this case simply happened 
to be the candidate of Penrose. There 
is but one section of the entire State 
where it is thought the vote was per- 
sonal for Roosevelt. The coal miners 
voted for him almost to a man. In the 
other country districts the farmers 
_— well organized against machine 
rule. 


150 DELEGATES 
EACH SAYST. R. 


Rosevelt Says Honors Are Even 
Between Him and Pres- 


ident. 


NEW YORK, April 15.—“At present I 
should say that President Taft and my- 
self each have about 150 instructed dele- 
gates.”’ 

Theodore Roosevelt made this state- 
ment to the Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent at Oyster Bay, adding: ‘Those for 
the President are mostly from the 
South, the opinion of some of these dele- 
gates may be changed by events in the 
Republican states.’’ 

‘We hit them middling hard,” said the 
Colonel, referring to Pennsylvania. “My 
latest advices from there are from Mr. 
Flinn of Pittsburg, who wired me that 
I will have 64 or 66 out of the total 
delegation of 76.”’ 

“And Illinois?’’ 

“In Illinois the latest reports give 
Mr. Taft two delegates from the Lori- 
mer district (a broad smile spread over 
the face of the Colonel.) I have the 
rest of them—56. In Maine we have a 
clean sweep and will have the same in 
New Hampshire. In Massachusetts, 
where a few weeks ago it seemed im- 
possible to get a delegate, we now ex- 

pect confidently to get 4 majority.” 

Refusing to express his opinion of the 
situation in New York State Mr. Roose- 
velt, whose closest friends say he be- 
lieves he will get about 40 votes from 
the Empire State on the first ballot, re- 
sumed: 

“TY will get my share of the fnstruct- 
ed delegates. In ‘=e Mississippi States, 
for instance, the newspapers credit 
Taft with the entire delegations. As 
a matter of plain fact, I have an entire 
delegation. The Taft contest there can 
have no positive standing. 

“In Vermont some of the newspapers 
credit me with two delegates, Mr. Taft 
with two, and say the remainder are 
uninstructed. I have two instructed 
delegates from the State. The others 
are uninstructed, but will be for me. 

“Tn Missouri there will be six Taft 
delegates. I will have the remainder 
of the delegation of 36. If the people 
of Michigan, Kentucky and Indiana had 
been afforded a chance to express their 
will, all the delegates from those states 


would have been for me.”

CALLS ISSUES BEFOGGED 


Declares That Local Politics in 
States Is Overshadowing Na- 
tional Issues.

WASHINGTON, April_14—The blind- 


ing flash in Pennsylvafiia stunned the 
Taft managers and sfirprised Roose- 
velt’s The latter did not expect the 
charge of oratory which their candidate 
set off in the Keystone State would 
shake down more than 2% district dele- 


gates. They now claim 55 and control 
of the State convention, which would 
give the 12 delegates at large toeRoose- 
velt, a total of 67 out of 76. 

Representative McKinley, director of 
the National Taft Bureau, brought the 
oxygen tanks in the form of a statement 
that Taft would have 21 district dele- 
gates and that it was time to call a nalt 
on the rough rider’s campaign of ‘‘ma- 
licious misrepresentation, vilification and 
assault’’ against the President of the 
United States. 

Since this statement was issued after 
McKinley visited the White House 
Washington is waiting to see whether 
President Taft's patient avoidance of 
personalities has at last been exhaust- 
ed and whether he will personally give 
his predecessor and one-time friendly 
sponsor, blow for blow. 

His Statement in Part. 

Here is McKinley's statement in part: 
“The outcome of thé Pennsylvania 
primaries is plainly indicative of the 
fact that national issues are playing 
only @ small part in some states fh the 
campaign for the Republican nomination 
‘for President 
‘“Instead of. constructive. statesman- 
ship being put forth in an effort to 
solve the problems before the country 
and as a bid for votes on the ground 
of merit, a nation-wide campaign of 
willful and malicious misrepresentation, 
vilification and assault on the Presi- 
dent of the United States has been sub- 
stituted. Such a campaign, amounting 
in fact to a conspiracy, not only fo 
humiliate the President personally, but 
to commit the Republican party to rank 
Socialism, has not Only been counte- 
nanced, but conducted by former Presi- 
dent Roosevelt.

AVING once seen ““‘The Woman,”

When the rush of the drama finds it’s 
necéssary lull now and then, this pres- 
ent-day Fate, whose individual name is 
Wanda Kelly, takés a box of cancy and 
a-novel from the upper right-hand draw- 
er of her desk and proceeds to “loaf 
and refresh her soul,” as Walt Whit- 
man expresses it, precisely as if she 
wasn’t the controlling Fate of the Wil- 
liam C. De Mille drama of American 
love, politics and “‘big business,”’ which 
David Belasco produces so effectively. 

But don’t think for a moment that 
Wanda Kelly isn’t ‘‘on the job’’ while 
thus resting. She’s making the fight of 
rer life, a fight to save another wom- 
an’s happiness and good name from the 
slough of despond and disgrace into 
which both happiness and reputation 
are about to be dragged by a malign 
gang of political grafters and commer- 
cla] corruptionists, and this little in- 
termezzo of bon-bons and a story-book 
is only a breathing spell between the 
rounds. 

She wins the fight, too, does Wanda 
Kelly, incidentally winning happiness 
and a sweetheart for herself at the 
same time, and the weapon with which 
she wins is the doughty telephone 
switchboard of her own dominating. 

It’s a great weapon in her hands. 
For the first time one realizes how po- 
tent nowadays is the “talking wire’’ 
and how utterly one depends upon it 
to bring important things to pass. 
Wanda Kelly's switchboard foils her 
enemies and helps her friends at every 
turn of the game.

“City conditions damage the human 
race. The children of the eity are poor- 
ly bred and infrequently, and steadily 
our birth rate has fallen, se that Amer- 
ica is hardly rearing enough Americans 
to maintain itself. It is hardly superior 
to France in this respect. We are look- 
ing forward to a future when the city 
will be peopled with a retrograded stock 
which cannot maintain either an indus- 
trial supremacy or a political or military 
integrity. 

Concerns the Future. 

“As this situation concerns the future, 
it alarms but the few who are aware of 
the facts and are able to read their sig- 
nificance. Play, athletics and games are 
absolutely necessary for health and phy- 
sical efficiency, but as they may be tem- 
porarily disregarded by any individual 
because they have not an immediate 
money value, the tendency is to disre- 
gard them. 

"The happiness and continuity of the 
race depend upon physica] equipment, 
and physical things must become the 
concern of this generation, otherwise the 
curse of our neglect will fall upon the 
city of the future. 

“Nor is this a matter which concerns 
the future alone. It is stated on good 
authority that 10,000 Americans die daily 
from tuberculosis, and tuberculosis is 
preventable. Thousands of dollars are 
spent yearly in efforts to cure this dis- 
ease, the death loss per year represents 
thousands of millions, and societies ana 
cities have given much concern to the 
prevention of its spread, yet the funda- 
mental fact that the tuberculosig germ 
cannot successfully attack a hea!thy 
pair of lungs is wholly disregarded. 

“Should the Public Schools Athietic 
League realize its ideal and discharge 
its full function of providing healthful, 
‘oyous and constructive play and ath- 
letics in the fresh air and sunshine for 
every bey and girl tuberculosis would 
become impossible.”

TAFTSENDS ARMS 
T0 THE AMERICANS 
AT GUADALAJARA 


Action Follows Ultimatum to 
Federal Government to Amply 
Protect Foreigners. 


SERVE NOTICE ON OROZCO 


Rebel Who Made Threats Is 
Given to Understand He Must 
Not Start Trouble 





By Associated Press 
WASHINGTON, April 15.—In response 


to an appeal] from the American Consul 


at Guadalajara, .Mexico, President Taft 
has authorized the exportation of 150 
rifles and 50,000 rounds of ammunition 
for arming the citizens of the United 
States in that district. 

This is the second step by this Gov- 
ernment to permit Americans in Mexico 
i9 receive munitions of war for self 
protection, Americans in Mexico City 
aiready having been similarly armed. 
The President also gave his consent to 
the exportation of 400 rifles, 120,000 car- 
tridges and a large mass of miscel- 
luneous gun parts for the Mexican Gov- 
ernment,

WASHINGTON, April 15.—Warning 
was issued by the United States to the 
Mexican Government as well as to Gen. 
Pascual Orozco, chief of the revolution- 
ary forces, that it “expects and must 
demand that American life and property 
within the republic of Mexico be justly 
and adequately protected, and that this 
Government must hold Mexico and the 
Mexican people responsible for all wan- 
ton or illegal acts sacrificing or endan- 
gering American life or damaging Amer- 
ican property or interests.”’ 

The attitude of the United States as 
expressed to the Federal and rebel au- 
thorities is that any maltreatment of 
American citizens ‘‘will be deeply re- 
sented by the American Government and 
people and must be fully answered for 
by the Mexican people.” 

Acting Secretary Huntington I. Wilson 
of the State Department who today is- 
sued special instructions to Ambassador 
Henry Lane Wilson at Mexico City and 
Marion Letcher, American Consul at 
Chihuahua, authorized the statement 
that intervention was not contemplated 
by the United States. 

Ambassador Wilson was ordered to 
communicate at once the views of the 
United States to the Mexican Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, and a copy of his 
instructions was likewise sent to Ma- 
rion Letcher, American Consul in Ch- 
huahua, with special representations 
addressed to Gen. Orozco. 

Orozco recently refused to recognize 
Letcher as the American consular rep- 
resentative because the United States 
withheld recognition of the rebel cause. 
The representations to Orozco accuse 
him of “practical murder’ of Thomas 
Fountain, an American gunner enlisted 
with the Federals, but summarily exe- 
cuted last week when taken prisoner 
by the insurrectos, 

Though declining to justify participa- 
tion of Americans on either side, the 
United States expressly stipulates that 
American combatants when taken pris- 
oner must be given humane treatment, 
in accordance with the international 
rules of war. 

The correspondence made public is ad- 
mittedly the strongest demand the 
United States is known to have made 
upon Mexico for respectful treatment 
of Americans, as well as other foreign- 
ers, and declares that a continuation of 
illegal acts is tending ‘‘to difficulties and 
obligations which it Is to the interests 
of all true Mexican patriots, as it is 
the desire of the United States, to 
avoid.”’ 

Besides a copy of the foregoing cor- 
respondence to be shown to Gen. Orozco, 


the instructions to the American consul 


at Chihuahua, Marion Letcher, include 
the following: 

“You will immediately informally, and 
unofficially present this matter to Or- 
ozco, according to above instructions, 
and you will at the same time point out 
that being an American consul, charged 
with the protection of American citizens 
and interests in Mexico and holding an 
exequarteur from the Mexican Govern- 
ment, as representing the Mexican peo- 
ple you are instructed by your Gov- 
ernment informally to say that you 
must continue to exercise your functions 
and to make representations whenever 
occasion demands,

A mass meeting of members of the 
St. Louis Liquor Dealers’ Benevolent 
Association was held Sunday afternoon 
at St. Louis Turner Hall, 1506 Choutean 
avenue, to protest against lid clubs ané@& 
the Sunday lid. More than 600 mem- 
bers attended the meeting and heard 
speeches by Edwin W. Lee, excise com- 
missioner, Howard Sidener, prosecut- 
ing attorney, and John J. Lahiv, mem- 
ber of the House of Delegates. 

Lee praised the saloon keepers for 
obeying the Sunday law though they 
believe it unjust. Lahiv blamed Gov. 
Hadley for not giving the police more 
active assistance in trying to close the 
lid clubs. Sidener said the lid clubs 
were offsprings of the Sunday closing 
law. 

Sidener said the men who are running 
lidclubs ought to be taken before the 
grand jury and compelled to tell all 
they know of conditions in them.

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THE TITANIC DISASTER. 

With the very first of the meager but startling 
advices on the collision between the great steam- 
ship Titanic and an iceberg, ground for optimism 
was given the world. 

It seemed incredible that'- so many compart- 
ments could be injured as to sink the vessel. 
News that passengers had been placed in lifeboats 
was interpreted as a measure of prudence rather 
than as an indication that the ship had been 
hopelessly shattered and along with this news 
came the reassuring statement that the “weather 
is calm and clear.” 

The apotheosis of the inventors of wireless 

telegraphy is reached in this accident. Includ- 
ing the crew of 800, more than 2200 persons were 
aboard the vessel. The accfdent occurred in mid- 
ocean. At the moment the nearest craft that 
might render aid were distant by many hours’ 
sail. Possibilities of the most appalling were 
presented in the question whether the Titanic, 
had seaworthy boats adequate for so many. 
At the date of the last advices the Carpathia 
was taking-in the Titanic’s passengers and the 
safety of all was practically assured. The ship 
was grievously injured, but was still afloat. 
Without wireless telegraphy one of the greatest 
marine disasters in history could hardly have 
been averted. 
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This is a picture of the Free Bridge nearly six 
years after the people of St. Louis veted bonds 
for its construction. 

The work of construction was commenced more 
than two years ago. 

The bridge proper is practically completed, but 
it has no approaches, .

The city is paying $350 a day for interest on 
the Free Bridge bond issue. This outlay will con- 
tinue, without return, until the bridge is com- 
pleted.

Workers Want Real Protection. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

An editorial in a morning paper gives a hard 
rap at the Industrial Workers of the World citing 
them as “a gang of insurrectos.” Now what are 
the I. W. O. W. guilty of? They are an organiza- 
tion of men upholding the principles of the Ameri- 
can workman's part of the protective tariff law 
which was passed to protect the manufacturer 
in the sale of his goods and so they can pay 
American protective wages as against foreign 
cheap goods and wages. The protective tariff 
law only protects the manufacturer by law and 
leaves it to the will of the manufacturer whether 
he shall pay American protective wages or in- 
duce cheap foreign laborers to come to this 
country in such numbers that they can hire them 
for practically the wages they were working for 
in their own country. Have the manufacturers 
lived up to protecting the American laboring 
man? No, they have taken advantage of the 
part of the protective tariff which leaves it to 
their honesty to pay American living wages. The 
protective tariff law does not prohibit free 
immigration of foreigners but does prohibit a 
free sale of the same goods they. worked on in 
their own country. It gives the manufacturers 
an advantage in two ways: they have ne foreign 
competition when they sell their goods; the 
protective tariff stops that, but when they hire 
help to manufacture these goods they can draw 
upon the labor markets of the whole world. 

If the Industrial Workers of the World are a 
“pang of insurrectos” because they are trying to 
uphold the workmen’s part of the protective tar- 
iff then the organizations of citizens in the river 
bottoms who are building levees to keep off the 
floods of the mighty rivers to protect their homes 


are also gangs of insurrectos.

occur at this early season, and that the 
unusual run-in of bi shorts in the past 
two days has materially weakened the 
technical position of the market.

DOCTOR MARTYR TO 
‘GAS BACILLI TEST 


Inoculated While Investigating 
Germs Believed to Generate 


Gases. . 


BOSTON, April 15.—Inoculated with 
“eas bacilli,’ of which he had been 
making a scientific study, Dr. Louis 
Nelson, an instructor in the Harvard 
Medical School, died at the Eliot Hos- 
pital, a martyr to his profession. He 
was 34 years old. For nearly a year Dr. 
Nelson had been making a special in- 
vestigation of a recently discovered 
“gas bacillus,”’ believed to generate 
gases in the human system. 

While engaged in this laboratory work 
two months ago he became inoculated 
and grew steadily worse. At the hos- 
pital it was found the bacilli had pro- 
duced intestinal inflammation too severe 
te admit of an operation.
